As Chief of the Agriculture Division, I have been at this post 
since October 8, 1952, During this intervening time, 1 have never 
been consulted concerning the expenditure or transfer of funds 
allocated to my division, When I did raise questions relative to use 
and status of Agriculture Division funds, I was told by you and 
the Executive Officer that all mission funds had been placed in one 
"pot", and all mission expenses were being met from this consolidated 
fund. 


Understanding some of the mission's current problems, I raised 
no particular objections to this procedure since technicians were 
not arriving and field work during FY-53 would be very small. Howe 
ever, I do object to Agriculture Division funds for FY-54 being 
considered, and used, as part of a general mission fund, I realize 
it is the pwerogative of the Country Director to determine for what 
and where all mission funds may be used, but I do not consider it his 
merogative to expend or transfer funds from a mission division without 
first consulting the chief of that division.

The life of the mos Prist and settled husbandman oi Saudi Arabia may be 
compared to that of meny of his fellows in the Middle East, The great majority 
exist on the barest type of subsistence diet and live in poor mud and grass huts 
or black goats' wool tents, They have few possessions, seldom have sufficient 
water for washing, have virtually no medical or clinical care and their children 
receive little if any education. Ifa year or two of drought kills the crops or 
pasture lands, they must seek other lands or perish. 


Water scarcity makes agriculture, as practiced in Arabia, a precarious enter- 
prise. It also limits the areas that may be cultivated and makes large-scale 
settlement schemes unlikely. This is true despite the fact that in recent years, 
irrigated farming has increased with wells being drilled and numerous pumps installed 
in Al Hasa, Nejd and Hejaz, 


Dates form by far the greatest percentage of crops produced and are a staple 
of the diet for a great part of the population, Although very large quantities of 
grains are imported yearly, Saudi Arabia produces wheat, barley, rice, millet, 
sorghums and rather inferior fruits and vegetables. 


Only crude estimates exist concerning crop acreage. The AmBmbassy Despatch 
No. 282, March 17, 1952, gives the following figures:

Date production for the last three-four years is estimated at between 150,000 
and 250,000 tons per year, There are an estimated 9,000,000 palms in the country. 
Hasa Oasis with approximately 30,000 acres under cultivation has 27,000 of these 
planted to cates and his an estimated 2,000,000 trees producing approximately 
150,000,000 lbs of dates yearly. These figures illustrate the inadequacy of Saudi 
farming as far as feacing a nxtion of 2 to 4 million people, 


With less than 5% of Savdi Arabia cultivated or used for permanent habitation, 
grazing is probably the only use to which the great bulk of Arabia can be put. 
Indeed nomadism is perhans the best response the desert dweller can make to the 
limited resources available. The pastoral people with varying degrees of nomadism 
range over enormous distances and live off their livestock, dates and cereals grown 
or purchased. The Bedouin, a minority group, have long been a dominating factor in 
Peninsular life due to their proclivities for raiding and harassing settled peoples, 
Sheep, goats, camels and horses are raised for their milk, hides, wool and hair, 
meat and transport. While the nomad's economy has been affected by the decreasing 
importance of camels and horses it should continue to be a factor of some importance, 


Agriculture / i Xa /1 ‘ai ye A ; 


Saudi Arabia's lan@pultivation and grazing activiggs are not productive 
primarily because of adverse natural conditions, This 1. not to say that positive 
measures cannot be taken to increase production. Lands already under cultivation 
can produce more if better drainage practices are followed and more fertilizer used; 
the available water used in the most productive manner possible; crops improved and 
new crops introduced, Additional lands in Asir, Hasa, Nejd, and Hejaz can be 
brought under cultivation through the discovery and bringing in of new water sources 
and the reclamation of land abandoned due to excessive malarial conditions, poor 
cultivation practices of the past, etc. 


In addition to the conditions cited above are the handicaps of a poverty- 
stricken, illiterate, people, Intelligent farming requires educated landsmen. 
This means Saudi Arabia faces a long campaign needed to bring education to the 
rural districts, 


The poverty of the average herder and husbandman makes it difficult, if not 
impossible, to put into practice lessons taught on a model farm. It is not enough 
to show them what can be done on good land with a water supply, plants, seeds, tools, 
and techniques unless the means are given to them to do likewise, Al Kharj is an 
example of what great capital resources and modern techniques can do with good 
desert soil if abundant water is available. But Al Kharj is not a model which 
could be easily imitated, For one thing, even if the money were available to the 
small man, such plentiful water supplies are not common in Arabia. 


| 
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The long-range aim of the Point Four Program is to increase and improve 
Saudi Arabian food production through demonstration of improved farm practices, a 
livestock improvement program, a study of plant diseases and pests, improvement of 
government agricultural services, training of cultivators and the initiation of 
agricultural improvement programs in selected areas. Work in agriculture faces 
many difficulties, To date, monies budgeted for agriculture have been inadequate. 
The Department has suffered from being controlled by non-technicians and an apparent 
lack of understanding as to the difficult nature of conditions in Saudi Arabia. 
To improve agricultures-transportation, education, health and other government 
services must reach the landsman. 


Technicians should be placed in charge of administering new lands brought under 
cultivation and irrigation - the system of ownership should be one where holdings 
are cconomical but small. These technicians should see that water is used to its 
maximum utility; that the best crops ae grown; plant diseases and insect pests 
controlled; reasonable credit facilities are available and a market exists for the 
produce, 


Point Four will endeavor to improve and enlarge Department of Agriculture's 
functions and to interest SAG in the necessity of enlarging its agriculture program.

I, Agriculture Problems in Saudi Arabia 


The well-being of a country is measured in terms of natural resources, 
education of its people and their abilities to produce, Other than petroleum of 
recent discovery, natural resources in Saudi Arabia barely provide a subsistence 
level of living for its population, which is predominantly rural or desert. Less 
than 10 percent of the population is literate, Agricultural practices are 
primitive, There is no modern industrialization except the east coast oil 
industry. Consequently production per person is very low, 


_ In Saudi Arabia, increased agricultural production constitutes one of the 
greatest needs affecting the welfare of its people, The present general standard 
of living is low, but it can be raised by efficiently producing more for home 
consumption, and by producing a surplus for the markets, Therefore, a partial 
solution to some of Saudi Arabia's present economic and social problems is that 
of increasing its present agricultural output, 


Two important foundation stones of a sound and adequate agricultural program 
are a plenty of fertile soils and abundant rainfall, Saudi Arabia possibly has 
sufficient land in proportion to its population that would be suited to farming 
if there were sufficient soil moisture, but rainfall is very inadequate, averaging 
less than 4 inches annually, This means that practically all agricultural 
production is the result of moisture provided by wadi soils, springs or dug and 
drilled wells, Water being the limiting factor in the growing of agricultural 
products 1n Saudi Arabia, increased production awaits more available water and 
the better use of the present supply, 


The area of Saudi Arabia approximates that of the U.S, east of the 
Mississippi River or between 600,000 and 800,000 square miles (927,000 square 
miles - Embassy report), It is one large desert with mountains, lava fields, 
sand dunes, barren plains, and some arable land when a very small rainfall (4-inch 
average) can be supplemented by springs and wells, Estimates of the total 
population ranges from three to five millions, About 25% of the people are 
Bedauins who, with their flocks of sheep, goats and camels, roam the vast non- 
arable lands of the coumtry, Village life is characteristic wherever there is 
sufficient water to provide a few families a sedentary mode of living, A few 
of these villages have a population of several thousand, and whenever the watered 
areas (oases) are sufficiently large, such as Hofuf or Qatif of Hasa in the east, 
several villages are found close together.- Mecca, Riyadh, Jidda and Medina are 
the major cities of Saudi Arabia, and their respective populations are estimated 
to be 100,000; 150,000; 80,000; 80,000 and 15~20,000,

Since agricultural production is inadequate to meet domestic consumption, 
Saudi Arabia depends on imports for a substantial part of its needs, Imports 
have been estimated as follows:

Saudi Arabian imports from the U,S, in 1948 are listed in Annex A of this paper, 
Agricultural exports are very small and are limited to dates and hides, This means 
that Saudi Arabia needs to balance its economy by not only increasing its 
agricultural output for domestic consumption, but also for export, 


Livestock on farms and ranges are confined to sheep, goats, cattle, 
chickens, donkeys and camels, Cattle in small numbers are used primarily for work 
animals and for milk production, Lamb, mutton and chicken constitute the main 
meat diet in Saudi Arabia, Feed for livestock is very limited, of poor grade, 
resulting in the production of inferior animals, Data on the number of livestock 
are not available, however, sheep and goats are of most importance and appear 
to be equally divided in number,

The Saudi Arabian Agricultural Administration was organized in May, 
1948. A Director was appointed to have charge of the Administration and the 
first annual budget was approximately 3,000,000 riyals or about $750,000, A 
review of the Agricultural Administration's first annual report, 1948649, shows 
that work was accomplished to a certain extent as follows: 


a, Improving irrigation nethods 

b, Improvement and reclamation of agricultural lands 
ce Improving agricultural production 

d, Establishing model farms 

e, Planning for research stations 

f, Loans to farmers 

g. Establishing repair work shops (for water pumps) 
h, Agriculture publicity 

i, Agriculture quarantine and customs 

j. Recruiting technical experts from other countries 


At At present the Agricultural Administration program consists only of 
work in horticulture, plant quarantine and agriculture statistics. The horti- 
culture work is confined to a small demonstration farm on the Mecca Road a few 
miles east of Jidda, Personnel of the Administration consists of the Director 
of Agriculture, Assistant Director of Agriculture and a technical assistant to the 
Director, Assistant Director of Agriculture and a technical assistant to the 
Director, There are no trained personnel to serve as counterparts to Point 4 
technicians, The 1952-53 budget is 1,297,550 riyals or $350,000, representing a 
reduction over the 1948-49 budget, There are no agriculture schools, 


B, Other Agencies 


For the past few years FAO has been making studies of dates, soils in 
the Asir, dam sites and water resources, Just recently (October, 1952) it sent 
a chief of its Agriculture Mission to Saudi Arabia, and a sizable staff is being 
recruited to initiate an agriculture program in Wadi Jizan of the Asir, This 
program, if approved by SAG, will embrace a research station, an agricultural 
institute, and agricultural extension work, 


III, Means of Resolution 
A, By Saudi Arabia 
1, Inventory the more important agricultural needs of the country, 
2. Determine what agricultural needs or problems should be worked on 
first, or set up a priority list of the inventoried needs under No, 1 above, 
keeping in mind that basic needs should receive first attention, 
3, Strengthen 
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3. Strengthen the present Department of Agriculture by establishing or 
activating additional organized divisions with adequate personnel to provide 
competent leadership in the major agricultural problem areas, 


4, Require that all department administrative and technical personnel 
be properly trained in those areas of agriculture where they will work, 


5. Provide well-qualified agricultural technicians for leadership 
and instruction on a doing or vocational level in the important farming areas of 
the country, Set up a recruiting and training program which will provide 
these technicians, 


6, Establish demonstration plots in each important farming area of 
region to be used by the agricultural technicians for testing farm enterprises 
and for determining improved farm practices. Thought should be given to establish- 
ing a Kingdom agriculture experiment station and one or two sub-stations for the 
purpose of conducting research. 


7, The lack of roads is a limiting factor in further agricultural 
development. The Government can greatly stimulate greater food production by 
providing roads between important farming areas and market centers, 


8, Provide a budget that will permit the Director General of 
Agriculture to make a substantial start toward the solution of agricultural 
problems in Saudi Arabia and further provide for increases in the budget as the 
program of services expands, 


B, By TCA 


TCA's part in helping resolve agricultural problems confronting Saudi 
Arabia can be provided by (a) collaboration with Government officials concerning 
ways and means of solving present agricultural problems, and (b) by furnishing 
technical assistance via trained personnel in the respective agricultural problem 
areas, 


G, By other Agencies 


At present, it occurs thet other agencies of necessity would have to 
follow a similar program of aid as set forth in "B" above, unless they could 
provide considerable material assistance. 


IV, Objectives for Point 4 Action 


Saudi Arabia is a large country, sparsely sottled, The entire country is 
desertic and very few crops are grown without irrigation, Its basic economy is 
pastoral with agriculture pursued in wadis and oases where thero are springs, some 
wells, and an average rainfall of about 4 inches, The country has never been 
self-sufficient agriculturelly and has hadito import food staples such as coffee, 
tea, sugar, rice and other cereals, 


During the years immediately ahead Point 4 should pursue the following 


agricultural objectives: 
1, Increaso/ 
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1, Increase Saudi Arabia's food production for both home sonsumption and 
exportation, 


2. Provide technical information and demonstrate improved farm practices, 


3. In cooperation with the Department of Agriculture establish demonstra 
tion plots or fields in certain areas for the purpose of conducting a modest 
program of crop research and improved use of water, 


4, Establish a livestock improvement program by encouraging farmers to 
follow improved breeding, feeding, pasture and disease control practices, 


5, Reduce farm losses due to insects and diseases, 


6, Foster the improvement of governmental services to agricultural 
producers, particularly by extending improved farm practices via technical 
assistance, 


7, Develop greater confidence on the part of farmers of Saudi Arabia in 
the services which the Government will provide, 


8, Assist the Government to provide on job training for Saudi Arabians in 
all major farm enterprises and in organizing elementary agriculture schools, 


9, Encourage the development of new farm lands where sufficient water is 
available and when such developmentis economically feasible, 


NOTE: Land distribution, land ownership and agricultural credit will 
become of greater concern as the agricultural economy is developed and expanded, 


10, Initiate agricultural improvement programs at the earliest dates possible 
in the commnities of El Darb (Asir) and Khulais (Hojaz). Such program should be 
extended to other important agricultural areas agreed upon in cooperation with 
officials of the SAG when technical personnel and funds are available. 


V. Resources Required 

Personnel required to establish agricultural improvement programs in given 
communities will include general extension agriculturists and advisory and 
research specialists in the fields of agronomy, animal husbandry, including a 
veterinarian, horticulture, entomology, irrigation and farm equipment, 
Equipment and supplies required will include appropriate transportation vehicles, 
simple farm tools, soil survey and testing kits, insecticides and fungicides, 
drugs, vaccines, and educational aids, 
VI. Projection by Phases of Work
